The Daughters of Babylon 

It is so terribly exciting to me when the Lord unveils the great mysteries of His book to 
us via the Holy Spirit. They were written down for a reason, because He wants us to 
know them But He wants us to dig for them like gold. There is no filler in the bible, 
everything is important for our walk with Christ. 

In the book of Revelation John tells us of three women, each distinguished by their 
different relationships with the bridegroom (Christ), as God sees them One is the 
virgin, the true bride of Christ. She has kept herself pure and eagerly awaits the return 
of her bridegroom From the moment of betrothal no other suitor interested her in the 
least, for she has saved herself for her bridegroom She gave her heart to her bridegroom forever. She has made 
every preparation, and neglected nothing. The book Song of Solomon dramatizes this relationship. 

Next is the "sun clothed woman", of Revelation 12 who represents the twelve tribes of Israel. In the gospels 
Israel is also referred to as the "children of the bridechamber" or friends of the bridegroom (John 3:29 KJV O). 

And upon her forehead was a name written, MYSTERY, BABYLON THE GREAT, 
THE MOTHER OF HARLOTS AND ABOMINATIONS OF THE EARTH.

The next woman, called "Mystery, Babylon the Great" is quite different. While the betrothed bride patiently 
awaits the arrival of her groom undefiled, this woman is a whore. She is utterly rejected by Christ for her 
whoredoms, no chance for her, she was never in the running. But as a result of her many whoredoms this 
"Mother of Harlots" has produced daughters. 

These women are all symbolic of end times churches. The bride of course is the true church of Christ. "Mystery, 
Babylon the Great" clothed in her purple and scarlet, sitting on her seven hills has been recognized for centuries 
as none other than the Catholic Church. Her bastard daughters are the denominations and churches with 
apostate teachings, each with their individual resemblances to their mother. They are harlots just like the mother. 

And I heard another voice from heaven, saying, Come out of her, my people, that ye be 
not partakers of her sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues. 
Revelation 18:4 (KJV) © 

Spiritual adultery is grounds for eternal separation from God. If you are joined together to the mother or one of 
her daughters, God is pleading with you to come out and stay out. Jesus will not be joined to a harlot. 

For thus saiththe LORD of hosts, the God of Israel; The daughter of Babylon is like a 
threshingfloor, it is time to thresh her: yet a little while, and the time of her harvest 
shall come. 

Jeremiah 51:33 (KJV) 




The threshing floor is where the wheat is separated from the chaff, the good, useful part of the plant from the 
worthless inedible part. Examine your life get right with God, because the time is very short. I pray you are found 
worthy to be put in the storehouse and not burned with fire as the chaff 

And Their Word Will Eat as Doth a Canker 

Much of Paul's letters to Timothy are dedicated to both identifying and exposing the evil works of the end times 
reprobate Christian. The list of their transgressions is so appalling that it boggles the mind to think these men dare 
to call themselves by the name of our Lord Jesus. It is no wonder that God will spew them from His mouth 
(Revelation 3:16 Q). 

For men shall be lovers of their own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, blasphemers, 
disobedient to parents, unthankful, unholy, Without natural affection, trucebreakers, 
false accusers, incontinent, fierce, despisers of those that are good, Traitors, heady, 
highminded, lovers of pleasures more than lovers of God; Having a form of godliness, 
but denying the power thereof: from such turn away. 
2 Timothy 3:2-5 (KJV) O 

In Paul's day there were men that taught false doctrines, one of which was that the resurrection of the saints had 
already occurred. Paul clearly describes to us the motivation of these men and what our response to them should 
be. 

Preach the word; be instant in season, out of season; reprove, rebuke, exhort with all 
longs uffering and doctrine. For the time will come when they will not endure sound 
doctrine; but after their own lusts shall they heap to themselves teachers, having 
itching ears; And they shall turn away their ears from the truth, and shall be turned 
unto fables. But watch thou in all things, endure afflictions, do the work of an 
evangelist, make full proof of thy ministry. 
2 Timothy 4:2-5 (KJV) © 

Notice that this passage doesn't say they cannot endure sound doctrine, but that they will not. The teachers of 
these heresies are not your brothers, they are the wolves amongst the sheep. The word could not be more clear, 
we are to reprove(blame) and rebuke these men and their apostate teachings. They may very well be examples 
of the unfaithful servants that shall be cast into the outer darkness spoken of in Matthew 25. 

Another parable put he forth unto them, saying, The kingdom of heaven is like to a 
grain of mustard seed, which a man took, and sowed in his field: Which indeed is the 
least of all seeds: but when it is grown, it is the greatest among herbs, and become th a 
tree, so that the birds of the air come and lodge in the branches thereof. 
Matthew 13:31-32 ' I ' (KJV) 

By comparing our reborn spiritual life to the tiny mustard seed that becomes a mighty tree in Matthew 13, Jesus 
presents to us a powerful concept. This allegory is used throughout the new testament such as the parable of the 
sower, and 2nd Timothy 2:17 ©. 

And their word will eat as doth a canker: of whom is Hymenaeus and Philetus 
2 Timothy 2:17 (KJV) ED 



The heretical teachings of these men are as destructive to the spiritual life of the Christian as the Cankerworm 
to vegetation. We must struggle against these men and their doctrines of devils. 

Beloved, when I gave all diligence to write unto you of the common salvation, it was 
needful for me to write unto you, and exhort you that ye should earnestly contend for 
the faith which was once delivered unto the saints. For there are certain men crept in 
unawares, who were before of old ordained to this condemnation, ungodly men, turning 
the grace of our God into lasciviousness, and denying the only Lord God, and our Lord 
Jesus Christ.
